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MINUTES OF THE PROCEEDINGS, 


In accordance with a resolution of the last Session, the 
Ministers of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of North-Car- 
olina and adjacent States, with their Lay Delegates, con- 
vened on the first Sunday in May, 1827, at St. Paul’s 
Church, Lincoln county, N. C, and continued in session 
the 7th, 8th, and 9h, 

On Saturday previous, the Rev. Jacob Scherer preached 
in the German Languageyfrommehe Song of Solomon, 5 ch. 
ist v.; and the Rev. Dal. J. Hauer, in English, from 


Rom. ich. 16 ». The Rev. John Reck reeeived, by the ti 
solemn rite of confirmation, Maj. George Huffman as a full 


member of our Church, and the Rev. President held the 
services preparatory to the Lord’s Supper, 

On Sunday, divine service was commenced by the Rev. 
President, with an appropriate address; the Rev. Daul. 
Scherer then preached in German, from 2 Cor. 5 ch. 21 v.; 
and the Rev. Danl. J. Hauer at the same time in English, 
some distaoce from the church, on John, 3 ch. 7 v. The 
Rev. Godfrey Dreher immediately succeeded, and delivered 
a discourse in English, in the church, from Rom. 6 ch, 23 v. 
Then the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was administered, 
when the preachers, deputies, and about 30 members, com- 
muned. | 

In the afternoon, the Rev. John Reck preached in the 
English Language, on Eph. 6 ch, 11 v, 

Monday, the 7th, at 9 clock, the segen was opened 
with singing, and prayer by the former President.

4. A letter from the Rev. William Jenkins, addressed to 
this Synod, in which he apologizes for his absence, and 
prays that a printed License be sent him.

The Synod is truly sorry that our Rev. Brother could not 
be with us personally, and feel grateful for his highly 
interesting communication.

Rev, John Reck reported, that in pursuance of a resolu- 
tion of the last session, he visited those petitioning congre- 
gations in Lincoln county, and was generally received with 
the utmost kindness and hospitality,

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APPENDIX. 


The committee designated at our last session, to inquire 
into the actual state of Religion in the various congregations 


within the limits of this Judicatory, having received infor- 


mation from eight Ministers, beg leave to present to you the 
following condensed abstract of intelligence : 
REPORT : 

To enter jnto minute details, would extend this narra- 
tive to an unedifying length; we shall, therefore, only glance 
at the intelligence received, and give a hasty sketch of some 
of the prominent features of each minister's congregations. 

Beginning with the Rev. President, it appears that he has 
the care of four congregations, which have been revived by 
his unwearied exertions, During the 17 years of his labours, 
he received as members into full communion by confirmation, 
248 persons, some of whom have since removed, some have 
died, while others have apostatized and returned ta the 
world; so that scarcely one half of them now remain, The 
public ministrations of the word are, however, generally well 
attended, and the utmost reverence is cultivated for the 


means df grace. It is ‘cheerifg to witness the joyful seasons 
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of the Lord's Supper, where Christians hold communion 

. | with the Redeemer, and are e@ified in the faith of the Gos- 
. pel It is uo less pleasing to witness the christian in his 
dying moments, to see him resigned to his fate, and enjoying 

a well-grounded hope of entering into the beatific realities 

of anticipated heaven, Such instances have been witnessed — 
by the Rev. Mr. Shober, among his membersy and 
there is reason to believe his labour has not been in vain. In 
these congregations several Sunday Schools have been estab- 
lished, and are regularly visited by their Pastor. At Muddy 

| Creek and Nazareth congregations, 80 children attended those 
pe of religion atid piety, upon whom they have already 


produced the most salutaty effects. Peace and harmony 

prevail there, and the seeds of discord have not yet been 

“sown. in these congregations. The Rev. Mr. Schyler is now 
‘appointed as an assistant to dur worthy President, and ap- _— 
‘pears to be zealous in discharging his ministerial duties, and 

true friend to Sunday Schools. 


The Rev. Jacob Scherer has the care of 5 congregations, 

Io these churches, the preaching of the gospel is generally _ 

ell attended; the means of grace are diligently observed; 

the members love good order and discipline, and endeavour 

to adorn their profession with a holy walk and conversation. a 

A number of persons are active in the promotion of benevo- 

dent and charitable institutions, especially of our Theologi- 

al Seminary. Persons not unfrequently inguire of their 

Pastor, like the Jailor of old, what they shall de fo be saved? 
ut while on the one hand there is cause of Fejoicing at the 

Gevotedness and zeal of some in the promotion of the reli- 

gion of Jesus, there is also great reason of humility and 
regret at the perverseness and litigious disposition of others, 
An evil enemy hath sown the seeds of ¢ostention, which have 
$prung up and disturbed the peace and harmony of christians, 

| e Rev. Daniel J. Hauer is now labouring in the above 

Specified congregations, as a coadjutéF, and is about to organ~ 

ize an additional one in Lexington, Da county. 

The Rev. Daniel Scherer has under his care 5 congrega- 
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tions: Two of them are very large, and were ſor many years hee 
under the pastoral care of the learned and pious Rev. C. A. and 
G. Storch. The churches on Sundays are generally crow- pro 
ded, and the number of communicants was unusually large 
this spring. At St. John’s church, 59 persons were received 
by confirmation, as full members. On this occasion, the 
Lord Jesus was evidently present, in the power of his grace, 
to revive the aged, and shed abroad his love in the hearts 
of his tender lambs. Here were some, we hope, lean- N 
ing on the breast of Jesus, and saying with the Patriarch 
of old, I will not let thee go, till thou bless me. On this 
occasion, there were 217 communicants. This congregation — 
is very active in promoting religious and charitable institu- 
tions, and has subscribed $300 toward the support of of our 


Theological Seminary. This congregation was first invaded 
by the enemy, in consequence of which several persons left : 
the. church; but the storm is over, and has only blown off chut 
the chaff. At Savage’s and Organ Church, some opposition 50 p 
has also been produced by designing men; but we hope and in it: 
believe that the time will soon come, when “ righteousness | 
will prevail, and peace flow asa river.” Notwithstanding 
the many stratagems used to make schisms in these 
congregations, and to scatter the sheep, there are still 242 
communicants at Organ Church, and 115 at Savage’s. Sev- 


éral Sunday Schools have been ae here, and are 
very promising. 

The Rev. John Reck has the care of 3 congregations, 
which, by the Blessing of a kind Providence, are reviving 
under his administrations. Eighteen months ago, these

The reason why Christ adds to the first part, “he that 
believeth,” and mentions baptism, refers to the command of 
the external office in christendom, as he also cennects both, 
Matth. 28, Make disciples of all nations, baptizing them, 
Kc.“ and shews accordingly, that that faith of which this 
gospel speaks, must not remain secret and hidden, as if it 
were enough for one to go and hear the gospel and believe 
for himself alone, and needed not to confess his faith before 
others; no, but that it may be revealed, not only where the 
gospel is preached, but also where it is received and believed, 
that is, where the church and the kingdom of Christ exists, 
he will unite and keep us together by this divine sign of 
Baptism.(m) For if it was without this, and we should be 
dispersed without an external gathering and sign, the church 
of Christ could not be propagated and maintained to the end. 
But now he will by such divine gathering also bind us to- 
gether, $0 that the Gospel may continue to spread, and by 
our confession induce others also to join. Thus, then,
